Nat- | 
urally, with amalgamation of the 
railways it became desirable to 
amalgamate the divisional points. 
This means the tremoval of some 
forty families either from Lucerne 
to Jasper or from Jasper to Lu- 
cerne. If the railway men,of Lu- 
cerne go to Jasper there will be, 
little or nothing left there and the | 
importance,and prestige of Jasper 
will be greatly enhanced. If the 
railway men now at Jasper are re- 
moved to Lucerne, it will establish | 
Lucerne as a permanent place and 
will seriously damage Jasper. | 
Jasper is in Alberta and Lucerne | 
is in British Columbia, 

As between Jasper,and Lucerne 
as a place of residence the ad-| 
vantage would seem to be largely 
on the side of Jasper. Having a 
large pouplation, school advant- 
ages are more readily available: 
church services can be better | 
maintained; the resident. railway 
men share in whatever advantage 
comes from the improvements 
that are or must ‘be made from 
time to time by the Dominion Goy- 
ernment in the development of the 
park on this side of the summit. | 
In none of this can,/Lucerne, sit- 
uated beyond the summit, have 
any share. 

But the management of the Na- 
tional railway has applied to the | 
railway commission for the trans: | 
fer of the divisional point from 
Jasper ito Lucerne. A number of 
reasons are given jn detail.
